Andover is scheduled to sign up for a pilot 
health benefit program with Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield starting Jan. 1 — a program the 
town manager says will save Andover $200,- 
000 next year — but this week, four union 
representatives said town employees still 
have doubts about the new plan 

Town and school employees are con- 
cerned that they may lose health benefits, 
their representatives told the selectmen 
Monday night and concerned because 
they still have questions about how the new 
plan will work, less than two weeks before 
it will take effect 

lown Manager Kenneth Mahony assured 
the union spokesmen that employees 
health benefits will not be reduced, telling 
them, ‘I’m here to protect you.”’ The man 
ager said he is still discussing several 
points in the health plan with Blue Cross. 
and would take the unions’ questions into 
those discussions before Jan. 1 

Andover Education Association (AEA) 
President Stephen Jankauskas urged the 
manager to delay entering Andover into the 
program until all employee questions have 
been answered 

But Mahony said that unless Andover 
}gins the pilot program when it begins Jan 
1, he is not sure when the town would have 
another chance to join perhaps not for 
another year. He added that he needed to 
include the health benefits plan in next 
year’s budget as well 

Andover is scheduled to join Danvers and 
Peabody in the experimental Master Health 
Plan next month. The program is designed 
to slow what Mahony called the “rapid 


escalation” in health service costs with-

out cutting benefits through ‘‘benefit 
management.” 

The four main aspects of benefit manage- 
ment: pre-admission review of all hospital 
admissions for non-emergency and non- 
maternity care; concurrent review while 
the patient is hospitalized; discharge plan- 
ning to coordinate post-hospital care; and 
mandatory second surgical opinions before 
certain surgical procedures 

Blue Cross has promised Andover a 6.4 
percent decrease in rates, with a fixed rate 
guaranteed for 18 months: That will save 
the town $200,000 in employee health bene- 
fits, Mahony said. (Last year, a total $802,- 
000 was budgeted for town and school 
employees’ health benefits.) The town pays 
65 percent of employee health insurance 
premiums 

Jankauskas, Andover High Assistant 
Principal Steve Richardson, firefighters’ 
representative Jim Landry and patrolman’s 
union representative Bob Cronin appeared 
before the selectmen Monday night to dis- 
cuss their concerns about the master health 
plan 

Richardson said he 
question’’ Mahony’s statement that there 
will be no change in benefits.

Col. Edward M. Harris, Retired 


Andover Selectman, Educator 


Col. Edward Moseley Harris, 72, who retired this past 
March after two terms as Andover selectman, and the board’s 
chairman for two years, died Monday night at Lawrence 
General Hospital, following a short illness. 

A resident of 311 South Main St., Col. Harris was a graduate 
of West Point and following retirement from a U.S. Army 
career, brought the stature of the military academy to an 
educational and public service commitment. 

As a selectman, he spent countless hours in the town’s 
service, giving of his time to duties above and beyond those 
required of the part-time, policy-making board 

Col. Harris was born Oct. 4, 1911 in Brookline, the only child 
of Arthur Thomas and Elleanore Moseley Harris. 

In 1920 the family moved to Hollywood, CA, where he lived 
and attended school. After graduation from high school, he 
was appointed to the United States Military Academy at West 
Point, where he graduated with the Class of 1935 and was 
commissioned a 2nd lieutenant of Infantry, U.S. Army. His 
duty stations included Presidio of San Francisco and Ft 
Benning, GA, prior to attending the University of Mexico 
preparatory to teaching Spanish at West Point. When World 
War II broke out he was assigned in May 1942 to Washington to 
the Operations Division, War Department General Staff. In 
January 1945 he was assigned to the staff of Gen. Robert C. 
Richardson, Army Forces Mid-Pacific Ocean Areas 

Post-war assignments included two more tours of duty in 
the Pentagon — in the Office of Chief of Military History as 
executive officer, and in the Office of Secretary of Defense, 
Internal Security Affairs. There were also overseas tours in 
Spain and in Turkey as chief of staff, Joint United States 
Military Mission for aid to Turkey 

It was upon completion of this assignment in Ankara that he 
requested retirement as his old friend and West Point class- 
mate, Headmaster John Kemper, offered him a position 
teaching Spanish at Phillips Academy, Andover. In addition to 
teaching, the Phillips trustees in 1963 decided to undertake an 
overseas language program in Spain and France and he was 
named to administer the program, to be called Schoolboys 
Abroad. When girls were accepted it was renamed Schoolyear 
Abroad. He retired from the Andover faculty in 1973 

When the Andover Bicentennial Committee was formed, 
Harris was appointed a member of the group. During 1975-76, 
at the request of the committee, he was @ngaged in the writing 
of a history to be published by the town entitled ‘Andover in 
the American Revolution: A New England Town in a Period 
of Crisis, 1763-1790."’ Subsequently, he was appointed to the 
town Historical Commission and elected vice president of the 
Andover Historical Society 

He served two terms on the Andover Board of Selectmen,

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One Way Street Plan To Alter 
Traffic Flow In Downtown Area 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Another change in downtown traffic flow 
is in the works: By unanimous vote of the 
selectmen Monday night, Morton Street 
will become a one-way street, while Locke 
Street will become a two-way street. 

Beginning later this winter (probably 
around Feb. 1), Morton Street will be one- 
way only heading from School Street to- 
ward Main Street. Parking, currently al- 
lowed on both sides of the narrow roadway, 
will be restricted to the south side only 

At the same time, Locke Street — which 
has been a one-way street heading away 
from Main Street since the 1950s — will 
become a two-way street. Parking will be 
restricted to one side of that street only, the 
north side 

(The board added that later next year, 
perhaps next spring, they will consider re- 
stricting Locke Street parking to two hours; 
all-day parking is currently allowed on the 
Street. If two-hour parking is instituted, 
residents of the street might be given resi- 
dent parking stickers, the selectmen indi- 
cated. ) 

The change is meant to make it easier for 
drivers coming from the south part of town, 
including Ballardvale, to. reach Main 
Street, the selectmen explained. The new 
restriction that prohibits right turns from 
Central Street onto Main (part of the Elm 
Square redesign project) has made it hard 
for those drivers to get onto Main Street 

Selectman Norma Gammon said Chest- 
nut Street is currently bearing extra traffic 
bound for Main Street, and she called the 
congestion on Chestnut ‘‘a horror show.”’ 

Chairman Gerald Silverman added that 
Locke Street is wider than Morton, allowing 

easiel town from Schoo! 
Street. And Town Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny noted that Locke would provide Main 
Street to the center of 
town 

According to the manager, Locke Street 
was made one-way during the 1950s to allow 
clear access for fire trucks leaving the old 
Park Street fire station. With the fire sta- 
tion now located on North Main Street, he 
noted, that need no longer exists 

General consensus was that Morton 
Street should no longer be a two-way street 
with parking on both sides because it is too 
narrow and becomes easily congested 

But many Locke Street residents were 
not happy about the new plan for their 
street. During a public hearing before the 
board, they argued that Locke Street will 
become congested, and that turning left 
from Locke onto Main will only contribute 
to Main Street traffic back-ups 

Referring to Gammon's comments on

Chestnut Street traffic, Dorothy Feinman 
of Locke Street said, ‘You're just moving 
the horror show to Locke.” 

Joseph Doherty said the change would 

create a bad situation’ as drivers try to 
turn from Locke onto Main, comparing it to 
trying to turn onto Main from Punchard 
Avenue now 

And Anita Miller told the board Locke 
Street is ‘‘a lovely street, quiet and resi- 
dential’’ because it is one-way. ‘I like it 
just the way it is.”’ 

Silverman said the selectmen were con- 
cerned with providing ‘‘more access from a 
certain part of town, and what’s benefiting 
the most people in the community.” 

The chairman added that he did not be- 
lieve traffic in downtown Andover is as bad 
as some residents were suggesting: ‘We're 
not talking about city traffic,’’ he said 

We're talking about local traffic — short 
delays.”’ 

The board voted to accept the recommen- 
dation of Lt. Richard Enos of the Andover 
pclice, who recently completed a study of 
Locke Street/Morton Street traffic pat- 
terns 

However, Enos recommended allowing 
parking on the north side of Morton; the 
board instead voted to allow parking on the 
south side, to provide better visibility for 
drivers turning onto the street from School

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School Board Not Happy With 
Results Of New

The School Committee this week got their 
first look at how elementary students are 
doing in their new mathematics program 
after one marking period — and decided 
they were “not particularly happy”’ with 
what they saw 

Mathematics Program Advisor James 
Murphy Tuesday night described to the 


committee students’ progress in the pro- 
gram, which started in September. 


The new math program for students in 
grades one through six is based on textbook 
study, and replaces the individualized IMS 
program. (IMS has been abandoned be- 
cause it relied on teaching aides to work 
with students, and aide time has been re- 
duced as a cost-saving measure. ) 

The textbook program consists of 13 study 
units at each grade level: As soon as stu- 
dents master one unit, they are to move on 
to the next, progressing at their own pace 
Murphy told the committee he thought the 
distribution of students across the study 
units was ‘‘fairly good 

He noted that in every grade, the range of 
student progress is either at or beyond the 
expected level. (The exception is grade 
three. where it was anticipated that stu- 
dents would be working on units two 
through five; instead third-graders are all 
in units two and three. ) 

Chairman Richard Neal said he had ex- 
pected to see ‘‘more of a spread’’ among 
the units in all grade levels; the only nota- 
ble spread is in grade two at Bancroft, Neal 
indicated, where students are working on 
units two through eight. The chairman said 


he was concerned that some students are 
perhaps being held back. 

Committeeman Donald Robb said he was 
not worried about the spread, but believed 
students were progressing too slowly, and 
should be advancing through the units more 
quickly. Comparing the current progress to 
student achievement under IMS, Robb said 
he was ‘‘shocked and appalled’ by Mur- 
phy’s report. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert told the 
committee the program is still in tran- 
sition, and cannot be judged fairly after one 
marking period. Murphy’s report brought 
student progress into focus for the first 
time, he said, and pointed out problem 
areas that can now be addressed. 

“The spread should be wider, and it will 
be wider,’ Seifert said. ‘This cannot go on. 
It is not acceptable, and we will deal with 
it 

Assistant Superintendent Charles Mitsa- 
kos and committeeman Robert Smith 
agreed that it was too soon to judge the 
program after only one quarter 
“concerned with 
where the program is headed, and how it’s 
being implemented.’’ He asked Murphy to 
meet with teachers and principals to dis- 
cuss implementation further, and said he 
would like to see a follow-up report at the 
end of the second quarter 

Summarizing the discussion, the chair- 
man said he was ‘‘not particularly happy”’ 
with the current status of the new program,

Shawsheen Reopening 
Raises Budget Havoc 


The task of re-opening the Shawsheen 
School as a school building next fall is 
complicating the budget-planning process, 
the school superintendent said this week, 
and he promised to deliver the administra- 
tion's budget recommendations to the 
School Committee by early February 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert said that 
would leave the committee plenty of time 
to review the budget before annual town 
meeting in April, but Chairman Richard

Neal Tuesday night noted that the com 
mittee had set a Feb. 15 target date for 
completing their budget discussions, and

But Seifert said it would be impossible to 
present an “‘appropriate’’ budget to the 
committee before late January or early 
February. because the administration is 
grappling with the Shawsheen re-opening 
Not. just the logistics of refurbishing the 
school for students, but the educational 
program that will be instituted there will 
have an impact on next year’s budget, he 


indicated 

The school committee has yet to decide 
how the Shawsheen will be used next year; 
an all-town kindergarten is one possibility 
that has been mentioned, for example 
(Committee members said they would dis- 
cuss use of the school and possibly reach 
a decision — at their next meeting, sched- 
uled for Jan. 10 

In the meantime, Neal asked budget sub

“But, if a child has 
eaten a number of these 
berries, the usual treat- 
ment is to administer 
syrup of ipecac to induce 
vomiting,’’ he said. 

Poinsettias could 
cause abdominal dis- 
comfort or nausea and 
the milky sap from the 
plant’s leaves can cause 
skin irritations in some 
people. 

Raffauf warns that 
‘Tinsel may contain 
lead and tin, neither of 
which should be swal- 
lowed, and angel hair is 
spun fiber glass which 
can irritate skin and 
eyes. While not poison- 
ous, pine needles and bay 
berries can cause consid- 
erable stomach prob- 
lems, if eaten. 

“Of course, the inci- 
dence of poisoning from 
Christmas plants and 
decorations is rather 
low,’’ Raffauf said
